In  the  March  1 0,  2009  issue  of  Numismatic  News  (page  7) 
there’s  an  article  written  by  Michael  S.  Turrini  (an  IAS  AC 
member)  entitled  “Keep  Coin  Clubs  Alive  by  Giving  Back.”  I 
would  like  to  quote  an  excerpt  from  that  article.

The  reason  I  have  brought  this  to  the  attention  of  our  membership 
is  because  after  38  years  (1961-1999)  the  Napa  Valley  Coin  Club 
died.  It  brought  a  tear  to  my  eye.  How  sad!  I  thought  to  myself, 
could  that  happen  to  IASAC?  Of  course  it  could.  Although  I  have 
only  been  a  member  for  a  few  short  years,  1  have  come  to  love  the 
club  for  what  it  truly  is.  It  creates  an  aura  of  a  feeling  like  no 
other.  As  some  of  my  articles  may  interest  some  of  you,  to  some 
they  may  not.  Who  am  1?  I’m  a  fifty-six  year  old  guy  with  a  big 
heart,  and  just  want  to  be  involved  in  some  small  way  to  make  a 
difference  when  it  comes  to  sharing  the  love  of  a  hobby.

In  the  December  2008  issue  of  The  Silver  Bugle,  Jerry  Crawford 
v/ondered  what  1ASAC  is  all  about  1  joined  because  I  had  just  become 
interested  in  silver  bars.  In  the  past  there  have  been  some  interesting 
articles  about  particular  bars 

However,  then  I  noticed  that  the  name  of  the  club  is  about  silver  art 
rather  than  just  silver  bars  Therefore,  I  would  like  to  see  more  pictures 
and  articles  about  silver  rounds  that  have  great  art  on  them  or  something 
interesting.  I  would  like  to  see  the  members  submit  a  picture  of  a  silver 
piece  that  has  some  meaning  to  them  rather  than  just  being  a  collectible 
or  a  bullion  piece 

Here  are  a  few  pictures/descriptions  of  some  of  my  favorite  pieces 
The  first  silver  art  round  comes  from  Cincinnati  on  the  occasion  of  its 
1988  Bicentennial  celebration  The  medal  is  almost  two  inches  across 
and  thicker  than  a  normal  dollar  It  probably  weighs  two  ounces  and  is 
999  silver.  It  was  made  for  Cincinnati  by 
the  Medallic  Art  Company  of  Danbury  CT 
It  came  in  a  box  with  papers. 

I  was  raised  in  Cincinnati  and  spent 
many  days  downtown.  The  figure  on  the 
obverse  is  called  “The  Genius  of  Water.’’ 

It  is  the  main  figure  in  a  fountain  on 
Fountain  Square  in  the  heart  of  downt¬ 
own  Cincinnati  Fountain  Square  has 
always  been  a  great  meeting  place  for 
events. 

I  remember  Senator  John  F 
Kennedy  speaking  on  Fountain 
Square  in  1 960  when  he  was 
running  for  President  1  remember 
a  great  baseball  celebration  in  1961 
when  the  Reds  won  the  pennant 
(Unfortunately,  they  lost  to  the 
Yankees  in  the  World  Series,  two 
games  of  which  I  was  able  to  see.) 

Fountain  Square  is  a  part  of  Fifth 
Street  in  downtown  Cincinnati 

Originally  it  was  a  market  place  The  land  was  given  to  the  city  with  the 
understanding  that  there  always  be  a  market  there.  The  city  fathers 
turned  it  into  a  meeting  place  after  the  fountain  was  installed  They  got 
around  the  market  requirement  by  making  a  full-sized  metal  kiosk  that 
always  stood  in  one  corner  of  the  square  On  occasion,  someone  sold 
items  from  there  But  now  the  kiosk  is  completely  gone 

Flenry  Probasco  decided  to  honor  his  brother  with  a  gift  of  this 
fountain  for  all  the  opportunities  the  city  had  afforded  hint  He  had  the 
Royal  Bronze  Foundry  of  Bavaria,  Germany,  fashion  the  fountain.  There 
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are  many  more,  smaller  figures  on  the  fountain  than  the  one  shown  on  the 
medal  It  was  dedicated  in  1871 

Over  the  years  the  square  has  changed  but  the  fountain  has  remained 
The  square  is  still  a  great  meeting  place  and  still  a  place  where  many 


events  take  place. 

The  reverse  of  the  medal  has  a  picture  of  the  skyline  of  Cincinnati  at 
the  top  and  old  Fort  Washington  at  the  bottom  Cincinnati  started  out  as 
a  fort  l  admire  the  skyline  very  much  Every  time  I  visit  Cincinnati  and 
arrive  there  coining  from  the  south  on  1-75  going  north,  1  look  forward  to 
where  1  come  down  the  hill  around  the  bend  and  see  the  skyline  again  on 
the  other  side  of  the  Ohio  River  from  Kentucky 

Other  silver  medals  were  made  for  the  bicentennial,  but  this  remains 


my  favorite 

The  next  two  silver  medals  Whitman  Publishing  Company  put  out  in 
order  to  commemorate  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Red  Book  As  long  as 
they  were  putting  out  a  medal  for  that,  they  decided  to  include  a  second 
medal  for  the  55^'  anniversary  of  the  Blue  Book  The  first  is  dated  1996, 
and  the  second  is  dated  1997 

I  enjoy  these  two  medals  because  they  reproduce  the  obverse  of  some 
United  States  coins  The  Red  Book  medal  enables  me  to  see  a  blown-up 
version  of  the  Roosevelt  dime  A  lot  of  people  do  not  like  to  collect  this 
coin  because  it  is  too  small  to  see  the  details  It  does  look  better  blown 
up 

The  second  medal  reproduces  a  ten-dollar  gold  eagle  in  silver  I  have 
always  liked  the  design  of  the  Liberty  ten-dollar  eagle  This  was  an 
opportunity  to  own  a  proof-like  version  of  the  coin  I  could  never  afford 
a  gold  proof  version. 

These  may  not  be  all  that  exciting  to  others,  but  since  1  bought  these 
two,  I  have  never  seen  another  pair  of  them  in  the  holder  that  I  have.  At 
coin  shows,  it  is  hard  to  find  older  silver  art  items  anymore. 


The  third  item  is  a  silver  medal  that  honored  thq  drilling  of  the  first  oil 
in  the  North  Sea  off  England  The  Texaco  Oil  Company  put  it  out  They 
state  that  the  Hamilton  Brothers  Oil  and  Gas,  Ltd  Company  was  the  first 
to  extract  oil  from  up  there 

Two  things  attracted  me  to  this  medal  when  1  saw  it  First,  l  love 
toned  coins  Silver  coins  are  the  best  coins  when  it  comes  to  toning.  1 
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The  din  of  silver  art  comes  in  the  hunt  and  in  the  finding  of  something 
that  I  had  never  seen  before  When  I  have  never  seen  something  ever 
since  then,  it  is  even  better. 

I  can  understand  the  frustration  that  Jerry  Crawford  has  in  finding  old 
Madison  bars  In  general,  I  have  hardly  seen  any  silver  art  bars  at  the 
coin  shows  that  i  go  to  anymore 


also  have  some  toned  silver  bars,  and  they  are  beautiful  This  is  not  the 

most  beautiful  toning,  but  it  is  nice 

The  second  attraction  was  the  little  vial  of  oil  from  that  find  that  came 
along  with  the  medal  in  the  box  That  makes  it  a  completely  different 
presentation  from  any  that  1  have  ever  seen 
I  found  this  at  an  antique  show  in  the  middle  of  a  large  mall  It  was 
something  that  I  never  expected  to  find  at  that  show  Since  I  found  this 
one,  I  have  never  seen  another  like  it,  or  even  the  medal  by  itself 
Having  the  original  box  and  the  vial  of  oil  makes  it  a  great  find  It  comes 
with  a  certificate  of  authenticity
